A pretrid status conference was held July 18, 2002 at 9:00 am. in the courtroom of Judge
Eldon E. Falon. In attendance for Plaintiffs were Stephen Murray, Leonard Davis, Arnold Levin, J.
Bradley Duhe, James Dugan, A.J. Rebennack, Lori Brown, Richard Arsenault, Jm Capritz, Carlos
Prietto, and Larry Morris. In atendance for the Defendants were James Irwin, Thomas Campion,
Monique Garsaud, Lori Morris, and Ike Ryan, At the conference, counsdl reported to the Court on
the topics set forth in Joint Report No. 16 of Plaintiffs and Defendants Liaison Counsdl.

1. Update to Rolling Document Production and Electronic Document Production

Defense Liaison Counsd ("DLC") informed the Court that as of July 2002, gpproximately
6,602,101 pages of documents have been produced. Plaintiffs Liaison Counsd ("PLC") advised the
Court that heisawaiting receipt of the eemail objective coding.

PLC informed the Court that attorney Walter Dumas has resigned as a member of the State

take action to dismiss those claimants who have not provided PPF's in accordance with Pretrid Order
No. 9.

The Court aso directed DL C to advise the Court within one week of its recommendations
concerning the Motion to Withdraw filed in the Anthony Scott v. Janssen Pharmaceutica, Inc. case
(02-279).

4. Subpoenato FDA

PLC informed the Court that heis working with FDA to resolve what gppearsto be gapsin the
bates numbers of materia provided to PSC pursuant to the subpoena duces tecum served on the FDA.

5. Sarvice Lig of Attorneys

DLC provided the Court with an updated list of attorneysin the MDL case aswell as related
state court cases.

7. Ongoing Studies/Subpoena to BevGlen

PLC informed the Court that it has asked defendants to declassify the clinical and non-clinica
reports of CISNED 32 as well as more than 800 clinica studies which wereidentified in defendants
response for production of documents dated May 3, 2002. The Court ordered the PLC to present this
issue in the form of a motion which will be set for hearing on August 2, 2002, to be decided on the
briefs, without oral argument.

8. Plantiffs and Defendants Respective Requests for Production of Documents

On duly 16, 2002, PLC hasfiled aMotion to Compel the production by defendants of dl
information requested in PSC's Request for Production No. 2 regarding Norcisapride, the mgjor
metabolite of Cisgpride. The Court ordered that the Motion to Compel be set for hearing at the next
monthly status conference on August 23, 2002, at 9:00 am. with ord argument.

PLC dso informed the Court that the PSC has requested from the defendants al documents
concerning indemnity agreements entered into by Johnson & Johnson, Co., Janssen Pharmaceutica,
Inc., and the numerous pharmacy defendants. The Court ordered DL C to produce one such indemnity

agreement to the Court within one week for in camerareview in order to rule on the matter.



0. Motion for Class Cettification

DLC and PLC recommended to the Court that the matter of the PSC's Motion to Reconsider
this Court's Order denying certification of a nationwide class for medica monitoring not be taken up
until production of e-mail information is completed.

10. Deposition Procedure

DLC and PLC submitted to the Court a Joint Motion and Order to Supplement Pretrid Order
No. 7. The proposed supplement would establish guiddines for the handling of deposition exhibits.

11. Trid of LouiSana Cases

DLC indicated that he has provided PLC with a draft of a pre-trid order regarding those cases
originating in the U.S. Digtrict Court for the Eastern Didtrict of Louisana.
